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Uncle passes torch to nephew in the 
2023 Pan-Mass Challenge —

WILMINGTON — After 
a diagnosis delays Jim 
White’s 25th ride in the 
Pan-Mass Challenge, ne- 
phew Keenan Beraldi 
jumps on the bike to ride 
this weekend’s Challenge. 

Both explained who or 
what inspired them to 
join the cause: 


Jim started in 1998 
when his mom had can- 
cer. He rode on a moun- 
tain bike, and, in his 
words; “I was hooked. I 
finally bought a real 
road bike and continued 
riding up until this year.” 
He also reports that his 
mom and brother both 
have had _ and beaten 
their battles with cancer, 

‘with his mom celebrat- 
ing 30+ years of being 
cancer free. Jim was 
diagnosed with Acute 
Lymphocytic Leukemia 
this spring after getting 
treatment for a kidney 
stone, and was told he 
would not be able to ride. 
This year would have 
been his 25th ride, with 
such a milestone being 
postponed till 2024. 

Keenan’s family has 
been volunteering at 
the Pan-Mass Challenge 
for over 20 years, even 
though, in his words; 
“The last time I rode a 
bike was in elementary 
school, and the last time 
I owned a bike was mid- 
dle school, I didn’t know 
a lot about cycling and 
this was all new for me.” 
- His college roommate’s 
father passed away from 
cancer, and said room- 
mate urged him to join 
the ride. However, it was- 
n’t till this year that gave 
him the drive to ride. He 
said “what better time 


than now?” 

According to both sour- 
ces, the PMC organiza- 
tion was very helpful 
with the change in plans, 
helping Keenan register, 
waiving his fundraising 
required minimum, and 
potentially helping the 
pair aim their funds tow- 
ards Acute Lymphocytic 
Leukemia research. 

Keenan will be taking 
his uncle’s place in the 
two day event from 
Sturbridge to Province- 
town, riding on Jim’s 
bike, and using his gear. 
His family will be volun- 
teering, and his girl- 
friend and her family, 
along with his friends 
will be cheering him on. 
Jim hopes to, if he is 
able to, go meet Keenan 
on the route in Bourne 
and cheer him on. 

When it comes to their 
fundraising goals, accor- 
ding to the pair, Jim 
wanted to still fundraise 
despite his inability to 
ride, and set a goal of 
$20,000, and so far he has 
raised around $22,500. 
For Keenan, his fund- 
raising minimum was 
waived, as he was ap- 
proved to register and 
make his rider profile in 
late June, but he still 
aimed to raise $5000, and 
as of now he has raised 
around $6,500 in the 
course of a month. Com- 
bined the pair is close to 
$30,000 in fundraising. 
Jim also noted that he 
has raised $250,000 over 
the course of his cycling 
career. 

When asked how resi- 
dents can help their 
cause, both said the same 
thing; to donate. Dona- 
tions are accepted up 
through October. 
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AdviniaCare responds 
to assertions made

The Town Crier reported 
last week about assertions 
made by Wilmington resi- 
dent Kevin Yetman regar- 
ding the treatment his 
mother received at Advin- 
iaCare Wilmington. Yet- 
man made several claims 
to the Town Crier and via 
Google Review, but he did 
not at any time complain 
to the Department of Pub- 
lic Health, the police, or to 
AdviniaCare itself. Since 
then, representatives of 
AdviniaCare have respon- 
ded to the Town Crier 
and addressed the claims 
made by Mr. Yetman. 

Yetman claimed that his 
mother, Jeanette Yetman, 
did not receive proper 
care or attention during 
her time at AdviniaCare. 
He specifically asserted 
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that she was not given the 
medication that she need- 
ed. 

In response to the asser- 
tions about Jeanette Yet- 
man’s care, President and 
Founder David Ball of Ball 
Consulting Group, LLC 
stated on behalf of Advin- 
iaCare Wilmington and 
Pointe Group Care COO 
Chris Hannon that the 
administration of medica- 
tion at AdviniaCare is 
strictly regimented and 
that the organization keeps 
detailed records. These 
records, Ball added, could 
place some doubt on the 


observations made by Mr. . 


Yetman. 

Another detail that Da- 
vid Ball of Ball Consulting 
Group LLC addressed in 
his email to the Town Cri- 
er regarding Yetman’s 
claims was the number of 
staff seen at the desk by 
Yetman. Ball stated that 
there are multiple nursing 
stations at the facility 
which may have two or 
three staff each at night, 
and staff working at the 
moment Mr. Yetman ob- 
served the nursing station 
may have been tending to 
other patients on the floor 
and not been physically in 
the nursing station.

s we begin the 
dog days of sum- 
mer, mealtime 
can often be- 
come as stagnant as the 
humid August air.

Who ‘a truly benefit 


from 79 Nichols St. 
proposed development? 


I am writing to express 
my strong opposition to the 
proposed housing develop- 
ment of 12 homes — two of 
which are 40b “affordable” 


in the area of 79 Nichols St. 


As a concerned resident, I 
believe that this develop- 
ment is an ill-suited project 
‘for several reasons that 
must be taken into serious 
consideration by the local 
boards, committee and au- 
thorities. 

First and foremost, there 
is no doubt that affordable 
housing is needed in Wil- 
mington yet the density of 
12 homes being planned for 
1.5 acres surrounded by wet- 
lands is far too excessive for 
the area in question, lots 
with 18 ft. wide frontage, 
homes 11 ft. apart. 

Such high density brings 
numerous challenges and 
risks that cannot be over- 
looked. One of the signifi- 
cant concerns revolves 
around the safety of the res- 
idents and the community 
as a whole, particularly in 
relation to traffic manage- 
ment. It is vital to consider 
that. the proposed infra- 
structure in the area, partic- 
ularly the roads, are ill- 
equipped to handle the 
increased traffic and park- 
ing that would result from 
this development. The area 
of ingress/egress on Nichols 
St. could lead to further con- 
gestion, unsafe road condi- 
tions, and put the lives of 
both pedestrians and driv- 
ers at risk. The density of 
this development and small 
size of lots limits the area 
for parking additional cars 
creating the necessity for on 
street parking. This could 
be catastrophic in a situa- 
tion where first responders 
cannot respond to emergen- 
cies due to the the gridlock 
potential. Snow removal and 
trash/recycling would also 
be an issue due to this situa- 
tion that as an unaccepted 
way would need to be ad- 
dressed. Where would ex- 
cessive snow be pushed? 
Will there be a common 
dumpster or will the trash/ 
recycle trucks pick up ref- 
use receptacles? 

Additionally, as stated, 
the proposed housing de- 
velopment is surrounded by 
wetlands. The preservation 
of these natural areas is of 
utmost importance, as they 
provide numerous ecologi- 
cal benefits, including flood 
control, water filtration, 
and habitat for various 
species of plants and ani- 
mals. Encroaching upon 
this fragile ecosystem with 
new construction would un- 
doubtedly lead to irrep- 
arable damage and disturb 
the delicate balance that 
these wetlands provide. Con- 
sideration also needs to be 
addressed as to the impact 
that such a large dense de- 
velopment will have on the 
long term health of the 
ecosystem as it is proposed 
to be built in a wetland that 
is divided by a stream and 
bordering the historic Mid- 
_dlesex canal. A canal that 
is is fed by streams and 
ponds and flows through 
streams and ponds thus 
adding to potential issues 
in neighboring areas. 

Furthermore, according to 
the proponents, due to the 
size of this development 
septic systems are not an 
option. It is therefore essen-

tial to note that the area in 
question is not within a 
sewer district. This means 
that either the town/you the 
taxpayer, or the developer 
will have to pay to extend 
the sewage line to this 
development. It is proposed 
that each of these 12 units 
will have a holding tank for 
the affluent and a pump to 
get it in to the main sewer 
line. The risk of sewage 
back up contaminating the 
surrounding environment, 
including the wetlands and 
potentially even neighbor- 
ing properties regardless of 
this system is not guaran- 
teed as the holding tanks 
are 500 gallons and the 
pumps will rely on electric- 
ity that has the potential to 
fail and the lines to freeze. 
This poses a_ significant 
threat to public health and 
safety, as well as the local 
groundwater supply and the 
surrounding wetlands. 

Adequate water pressure in 
the Nichols St. area is anoth- 
er variable that would need 
to be addressed as water de- 
mand with a sewer hook up 
would further decrease the 
pressure that at times can be 
quite low and could be a 
safety issue when it comes to 
fire hydrant pressure. 

As stated, the proponent 
assumes that Wilmington 
will-take responsibility and 
liability for the infrastruc- 
ture of this development 
thus adding yet another 
unaccepted way to the sur- 
plus of unaccepted ways 
our town is already strug- 
gling to resolve. 

Considering these pivotal 
concerns, I urge the local 
authorities to reconsider this 
proposed housing  devel- 
opment and instead explore 
alternative options that are 
less dense, mitigate traffic 
risks, preserve the wetlands, 
and address the wastewater 
issues adequately. 

It is crucial that we priori- 
tize the long-term sustain- 
ability and well-being of our 
community over short-sight- 
ed development plans that 
are not motivated by ad- 
dressing the affordable 
housing issues but by placat- 
ing the greed and profit of 
the developers utilizing the 
pause in other legitimate 40b 
projects during litigation to 
force this project on the 
town and using the 40b loop- 
holes to circumvent estab- 
lished zoning requirements. 

By making environmen- 
tally conscious decisions, 
we can ensure that the 
area's natural resources 


are protected and that the 


residents' safety and quali- 
ty of life are upheld. 

I implore the decision- 
makers to take into account 
the valid concerns raised. by 
the community and reject 
the proposed housing devel- 


opment in its current state. 


Let's work together to find a 
solution that considers the 
greater good of the resi- 
dents and the environment 
that is not as dense and 
dangerous and is truly in 
the spirit of 40b affordable 
housing as it was intended.

$30M in grants from the Cummings Foundation 


TEWKSBURY/WILM- 
INGTON — Cummings 
Foundation is now accep- 
ting letters of inquiry for 
its annual $30 Million 
Grant Program. This place- 
based initiative will deliv- 
er substantial multi-year 
funding to 150 eastern Mas- 
sachusetts nonprofits. 

‘Cummings noted sever- 
al changes to the grant 


program, now in its 13th ~ 


cycle. One of the most sig- 
nificant modifications is 
a geographic expansion. 

The program has histor- 
ically supported organiza- 
tions based in and prima- 
rily serving Suffolk, Mid- 
dlesex, and Essex coun- 
ties only. Updated param- 
eters have now opened the 
application to nonprofits 
in Brookline, Dedham, Mil- 
ton, Needham, Quincy, and 
Wellesley, all in Norfolk 
County. 

Also new this year are 
resources designed to help 
small nonprofits navigate 
the grant application pro- 
cess. The Foundation has 
introduced a short-form 
application for organiza- 
tions seeking annual in- 
stallments of $25,000 or 
less. In addition, volun- 
teers will provide coach- 
ing to a limited number of 
smaller organizations as 
they develop their letters 
of inquiry. 

Many of the program 
modifications are the re- 
sult of feedback and sug- 
gestions provided by past 
applicants, according to 
Executive Director Joyce 
Vyriotes, who has been 
heavily involved since the 
grant program’s genesis, 
in 2012. 

“We believe that our 
funding will have a much 
greater impact if we in- 
volve the community — 
especially including non- 
profits — in the process,” 
said Vyriotes. “We recent-

ly asked applicants to 
share feedback on how we

Select Board creates search committee 
for selection of new town manager

none of the appointees re- 
ply all or discuss anything 
besides the meeting date. 

“I feel uncomfortable 
telling them when to meet,” 
Bendel continued. “We’re 
going to ask a lot of them.” 

Chair Gary DePalma ag- 
reed that he’d expected 
the meeting date selection 
process to be similar to 
what Bendel described. 

Frank West proposed 
that they require the first 
meeting to take place 
within a month. 

Kevin Caira said that the 
process would appropri- 
ately give the committee 
members the ability to 
make their choice of date. 
He also asked if the board 
would have to provide an 
agenda for the meeting 
since the committee does- 
n’t have a chair yet who 
would typically take on 
that responsibility. 

Caira described the pro- 
cess where a poll will 
select the meeting time, 
the administrative assis- 
tant will set up the meet- 
ing, and the board will cre- 
ate an agenda based off 
their own meeting agen- 
das for the first meeting. 

Bendel said that he was 
expecting the board at 
their next meeting to con- 
sider the subcommittee’s 
meeting date and develop 
the charge for the commit- 
tee. 

Caira also suggested that 
the screening committee 
provide input on who the 
board might select as tem- 
porary town manager. The 
vote to amend the motion 
to allow the committee to 
do so passed 3-2. 

Jonathan Eaton was then 
allowed to make a public 
comment. He suggested 
that the board consider 
making the first meeting 
of the committee a joint 
meeting with the board. He 
also asked that the board 
create a charge that is spe-

cific enough so that the 
committee members know 
what is expected of them. 

Caira commented that 
perhaps the selection com- 
mittee could work with the 
charge to find a new town 
manager, as long as it 
involves posting a job de- 
scription and reviewing 
applications. 

Town counsel clarified 
that the board would have 
to create basic parameters 
in terms of what the com- 
mittee will provide includ- 
ing establishing a number 
of candidates to be select- 
ed. 

This would need to be at 
least two individuals. 

West asked counsel if the 
board would be allowed to 
review all of the resumes 
received by the committee 
in full, and counsel re- 
plied that this is fine. 

Before the vote on the 
appointees, Bendel asked 
if there was a vote made 
on the designees from the 
Finance Committee and 
Planning Board. DePalma 
explained that his process 
involved inviting the chairs 
to participate, and in the 
case of the Planning Board 
the chair directed him to 
Sean Hennigan who ac- 
cepted in Terence Bo- 
land’s place. 

West established that he 
was voting no on the mat- 
ter, though he supported 
the committee, because of 
the amendment that they 
would provide recommen- 
dations on the temporary 
town manager. Bendel re- 
plied that he wanted the 
committee to provide feed- 
back on the temporary 
manager unless they state 
their desire not to do so. 
The vote passed 4-1. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
then clarified some of. the 
details with the board. 
They proposed that the 
committee’s first meeting 
be between August 15th 


‘and September 30th to al- 


low for the board to create 


their charge on August 
14th. 

Hull next asked for ideas 
of what exactly should go 
on the committee’s first 
meeting agenda. Some of 
the items suggested includ- 
ed the selection of chair, 
vicechair, and secretary; 
setting up future meeting 
dates; and defining their 
next steps. Hull also asked 
for the parameters and 
scope of work for the com- 
mittee, which they agreed 
would include recommen- 
ding the temporary man- 
ager, application posting 
and process, a potential 
salary range, and the 
finalist. 

The board established 
that at their next meeting, 
they would create the 
committee’s charge based 
off of the sample charge 
provided for them that 
night. Bendel clarified 
that he wanted to see 
their August 14 th agenda 
include the discussion of 
the charge and a board to 
consider item to approve 
the charge. 

Lastly, they considered a 
timeframe within which 
the permanent town man- 
ager position would be 
filled. 

Bendel proposed that the 
committee recommend 
the finalist on or before 
May 1, 2024 so that the 
new town manager can be 
in place by July ist. He 
reasoned that a worthy 
candidate may be wrap- 
ped up in their own town 
budget and meeting pro- 
cess until that time, and 
there was a small window 
where it would be the 
right time for them to 
move on. 

Hull stated earlier in the 
meeting that he’d rather 
not save the hiring of the 
permanent town manager 
until after the budget pro- 
cess. He said he’d want to 
have the new manager in 
place by January or Feb- 
ruary. DePalma and West

on the appointment of 
the temporary town 
manager. He also sug- 
gested that two weeks of 
transition time would be 
satisfactory.

Maselli agreed with 
Caira’s comments that 
the person would most 
likely be an internal 
town employee and the 
committee to be estab- 
lished should provide 
feedback here too. 

' Greg Bendel men- 
tioned that he had spo- 
ken with Inman after 
the last meeting and was 
beginning to talk to her 
references. He wanted 
the board to have more 
research time before 
they take up a vote. 

Frank West main- 
tained that he felt he 
could vote that night.

Oppenheimer," layers the 
build-up to the Manhattan 
Project with two moments 
from years later. 

In 1954, a probing in- 
quiry into Oppenheimer's 
leftist politics by a Mc- 
Carthy-era Atomic Energy 
Commission stripped him 
of his security clearance. 
This provides the frame of 
"Oppenheimer," along with 
a Senate confirmation 
hearing for Lewis Strauss 
(Robert Downey Jr.), who 
chaired the Atomic Energy 
Commission and was a 
stealthy nemesis to Oppen- 
heimer. 

The grubby, political 
machinations’ of these 
hearings — the Strauss sec- 
tion is captured in black 
and white — act like a 
stark X-ray of Oppen- 
heimer's life. It's an often 
brutal, unfair interrogation 
that weighs Oppenheimer's 
decisions and accomplish- 
ment, inevitably, in moral 
terms. "Who'd want to jus- 
tify their whole life?" some- 
one wonders. For the 
maker of the world's most 
lethal weapon, it's an espe- 
cially complicated ques- 
tion. 

These separate time- 
lines give "Oppenheimer" 
— dimly lit and shadowy 
even in the desert — a 
noirish quality (Nolan has 
said all his films are ulti- 
mately noirs) in reckoning 
with a physicist who spent 
the first half of his life in 
headlong pursuit of a new 
science and the second half 
wrestling with the conse- 
quences of his colossal, 
world-altering invention. 

"Oppenheimer" moves 
too fast to come to any neat 
conclusions. Nolan, as if 
reaching to match the elec- 
tron, dives into the story at 
a blistering pace. From 
start to finish, "Oppen- 
heimer" buzzes with a 
heady frequency, tracking 
Oppenheimer as a promis- 
ing student in the then-un- 
folding field of quantum 
mechanics. "Can you hear 
the music, Robert?" asks 
the elder Danish physicist 
Niels Bohr (Kenneth 


Branagh). He can, ab- 
solutely, but that doesn't 
mean finding harmony. 
Nolan, whose last film 
was the time-traveling, 
palindrome-rich "Tenet," 
may be the only filmmaker 
for whom delving into 
quantum mechanics could 
be considered a step down 
in complexity. But "Oppen- 
heimer" is. less interested 
in equations than the 
chemistry of an expanding 
mind. Oppenheimer reads 
"The Waste Land" and 
looks at modernist paint- 
ing. He dabbles in the com- 
munist thinking of the day. 


‘(His mistress, Jean Tat- 


lock, played arrestingly, 
tragically by Florence 
Pugh, is a party member.) 
But he aligns with no single 
cause. "I like a little wiggle 
room," says Oppenheimer. 
For a filmmaker syn- 
onymous with grand archi- 
tectures — psychologies 
mapped onto subconscious 


worlds ("Inception") and . 


cosmic reaches ( "Inter- 
stellar" ) — "Oppen- 
heimer" resides more 
simply in its subject's fer- 
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tile imagination and an- 
guished psyche. (The script 
was written in first per- 
son.) Nolan and cinematog- 
rapher Hoyte van Hoytema 
render Oppenheimer's inte- 
riority with flashes of im- 
ages that stretch across the 
heavens. His brilliance 
comes from his limitless- 
ness of thought. 

Just how much "wiggle 
room" Oppenheimer is per- 
mitted, though, becomes a 
more acute point when war 
breaks out and he's tasked 
by Lt. Gen. Leslie Groves 
Jr. (Matt Damon) to lead 
the race to beat the Nazis 
to an atomic bomb. The 
rapid building of Los 
Alamos on the white-sand 
mesas of New Mexico — a 
site chosen by and with 
personal meaning to Op- 
penheimer — might not be 
so different than the erect- 
ing of movie sets for 
Nolan's massive films, 
which likewise tend to cul- 
minate with a spectacular 
explosion. 

There is something in- 
herently queasy about a 


big-screen spectacle dram- 
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atizing the creation — jus- 
tified or not.— of a weapon 
of. mass destruction. Op- 
penheimer once called the 
atomic bomb "a weapon for 
aggressors" wherein "the 


elements of surprise and 
terror are as intrinsic to it 
as are the fissionable nu- 
clei." Surely a less impe- 
rial, leviathan filmmaker 
than Nolan — a British di-
